Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has amended claim 1 to include 
the limitations of now cancelled claim 7. The previous office action addressed the combination of said claims, and the rejection stands. 

The applicant contends that there is no reason or motivation to repostion the particulate chamber adjacent to longitudinally arranged inflow 
channels, and that the primary reference teaches away from repositioning the chamber. 

The examiner disagrees. As stated in the previous office action it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art that with 
such a reversal of flow, the collection chamber should be moved to the end of the now inlet channels (so that the settling chamber is 
positioned within the tubular housing adjacent to an outlet end of the filter body), so as to collect the ash coming from the now inlet 
channels instead of the outlet channels and it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. In 
re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70. It would flow logically that if the collection chamber is at the end of the inlet channels within the refe rence, and 
the flow is reversed so that the outlet channels are now the inlet channels, and vise versa, the collection chamber should still be at the end 
of the new inlet channels, so as collect the particulate being filtered by the new inlet channels. Finally as disclosed in co lumn 3, lines 51 - 
61 , the exhaust gas flow in used to transfer the particulate matter into the collecting chamber. . 
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
